Stephen Woodson, son of John Woodson, of Curles, was maryed to Eliza- 
beth Branch, daughter of Matthew Branch, of Warwick the 2nd day of Nov- 
ember in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and thirty, by 
whom he had two children, Matthew the first born was born Feb. 25, 
1731/2 and Elizabeth, the second ‘was born the 19th day of March anno 
1734 and he himselfe’ (Stephen Woodson) died the 18th day of Jan. 1735.

Looking Backward ...So for a little space let us look back upon some 
past scenes Of by-gone days of our little corner of the world known as 
the Bellville Community. It is a goodly land, no one need to blush or 
feel ashamed when he says, I am a citizen of the Bellville community. 
It is a land of quiet, humble homes, mostly. farmer's homes, None of 
the world's rich and powerful men have reared their homes here, but the 
most of them have been able to keep the wolf from the door. It is a 
land of green hills and fertile valleys, through which flow the waters 
of Norris creek, said to be named for one of the earliest settlers, and 
which has its source in the limpid springs of the ridge which divides 
this valley from an adjoining one. This stream goes on its way just 

as it did in the long ago, when the Indian hunted game along its banks, 
and the deer slaked its thirst in its waters until it loses its identity 
in the waters of the Elk. It has always been a4 land of churches and 
schools. In the earlier days, "before the war" which means sometimes 
in the fifties the Missionary Baptists built a church upon the banks 

of the creek, about a mile below where the village of Bellville now 
stands. It was built of logs, and it was said that the members of the 
church took their slaves to the woods and had them cut down the trees, 
and hew the logs to build the church, This served for a place of wor- 
ship until the fathers of the church after many years, puilt a more 
confortable and commodious church upon the hill overlooking the village, 
and just opposite where once stood the noted Oak Hill Institute. 

Wany years ago the C.P church built 4 house of worship not far bo.ow 
the village, It was built at the place where many camp teotings weve 
held in olden days when such meetings were 4 omnual event in many com- 
munities. This church served as a place of worship for many years, 
until time laid its crumbling hand upon it when it was torn down, and 
the church which now serves the present congregation for a dearly be- 
loved place of worship was put up in its place. ‘The Christian denom- 
ination has a neat church upon the ridge where services both Sunday 
School and preaching are held. Years ago among the early citizens of 
the community were those who were primitive Baptists in their belief. 
Strong pillars of the country were they, so they built a church on the 
hill a short distance from the public road, among the old trees of the 
forrest, After years passed the old church was replaced by another and 
more modern house, so none of the old churches are now standing, but 
have been replaced by newer structures. The ethodists once planned 

to build a church of their own, but this was not done, but they made 
welcome to hold their services in ft. Hebron, the C.P. church. On 

thig hill stood, Oak Hill Institute, named from the huge towering 

oak that stood in frontof the house, no one mew who old it was. The 
Indian warriors my have made love to his darkhaired maiden beneath 

its boughs. ‘This Institute was puilt in 1867. fany of the inf luen- 
tial citizens of the community were sending children to other towns 

to be educated, so they decided to start an advanced school of their 
own where their sons and daughters could pe taught under their own 
vine and fig tree. At that time a very successful school was being 
taught in the ulberry community, called Greenwood Academy. ‘The school 
was out-growing the building in which it was taught, and the principal. 
frof. Himebaugh, was begging earnestly for an addition to the build- 
ing, but this was not done, The people of Norris Creek knew of these 
conditions, as one of the teachers was a young lady reared here. hiss 
Fannie Landess, so they let it be known that if Prof. Himebaugh ° 
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(Cont'd Bellville) 


would come to them they would build a house as he desired, and he 

came with a corps of competent teachers, two of them having been rearec 
in a home overlooking the waters of Norris creek. This school 

grew by leaps and bounds. It became famous as an institution where one 
could receive a thorough lmowledge of fine arts, science, language 

and the higher mathematics. Tt became famous not only in its own 

state but -in other states as well. Young men and women came from 
Kentucky, Alabama, lississippi, Georgia and Texas, and from this In- 
stitute went out into the world to make an honored name in the busy. 
places of the land. This Institute held a charter from the state 

with power to confer the A.8. degree on its graduates. It is needless 
to mention the present educational facilities of the neighborhood. 

fhe modern school building where two years of high school is taught, 

is a credit to any rural community, and there is always a competent 
board of. teachers. ‘Thus, as we look back we see that many changes 
have taken place...iZven the man for whom Bellville was named has not 

a single descendant here, to occupy the old home, or attend the church A 
he loved. : i

Blind.lan Killed: This community was startled last Friday evening by 
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the rumor that a man had been killed in this county, ten or twelve 
miles west of Fayetteville, on that day. Closer investigation estab- 
lished the truth of the rumor, and the incidents reported by witnesses 
are about as follows: Fr. Johnson, a blind man, had a panoramic show 
which he exhibited throught the country, travelling by carryall, his 
companion being a young man named Lewis i. Gilbert, aged about 22 
years, formerly of Giles county. They have been traveling a year or 
more, having gotten together about Cornersville. Last Wednesday night 
they showed to a small house in Fayetteville; Thursday they left, and 
that night exhibited at Kerr's Creek Academy. Friday at midday they 
started to leave there, and in turning, a wheel rubbed hard against 
the body of the vehicle, whereupon Johnson cautioned Gilbert, who had 
alighted, to be careful, or he might break the wagon. The remark 
angered the latter, it is supposed, as without returning a word he 
stooped, drew a repeater from his boot, and rising, pointed it at 
Johnson's head, the muzzle being about a foot from the unfortunate 
man's face, and fired. The ball entred above the rizht eye, scatter- 
ing blood and brains over the vehicle. Dr. W.L. loore was immediately 
summoned, and after an examination pronounced the wound mortal. 

Death ensued in about an hour. Gilbert at once left, put was followed. 
by ur. John Gillam and two other gentlemen, who arrested and had him 
placed in jail in this place, where he now is. The prisoner was very 
jovial on his way to town - singing and laughing. He claims that John- 
son was trying to kill him with the monkey wrench, and thav +4. gnuv 

in self-defence, and added that he thought first of shouting his in 
the belly, but afterward concluded to 'make a finish of him, and shot 
him in the head.! Johnson leaves a family in Giles county, where 

his remains were taken for burial. He was in the Confederate army, 
and was wounded by a ball which passed through his head in the rear 

of the eyes, destroying his sight almost entirely.
